THEIR OBJECTIONS ARE OVERRULED 


Mayor Weaver Asserts That There 
Was No Necessity for the Call- 
ing Out of the State 
Troops in Louis- 
ville. 


Frankfort, Ky., January 15.—The legisla- 
tive committee, drawn to hear the con- 
tests Fetween Goebel and Taylor for the 
governorship and Beckham and Marsha! 
for the HNeutenant governorship met at 
the Capito] hotel this morning and be- 
gan the hearing of evidence. Senator 
Coleman, chairman of the contest board 
in the lieutenant governor's case, an- 
nounced that the sittings of that board 
would be the same as those of the com- 
mittee trying the governor's case, but 
acting separately. There was an impos- 
ing array of legal talent present. The 
attorneys occupying seats on the Taylor- 
Marshall side are ex-Governor Bradley, 
Judge W. H. Yost, T. L. Edelman and 
Colonel! W. C. P. Breckenridge, Those 
on the Goebel side are Louis McQuown, 
Zack Phelps, Aaron Kohn and James 
Andrew Scott. 

The morning session was taken yp with 
the filing of papers by the republican 
attorneys, renewing the motion of Tay- 
lor and Marshall that the committees 
vacate because of their alleged iilegal 
drawing by the senate and house clerks 
and responding to the notices of contest 
served on them by abheging that 
charges made about the use of the mili- 
tary were of too vague a nature to be 
sebstantiated. The attorneys for Goebel 
and Beckham objected to the filing uf 
guch papers and they were taken under 
advisement. Chairman Hickman, of the 
gubernatorial committee, announced that 
after a conferencé of the, two committees 
it had been agreed that the sessions of 
the board should not interfere with the 
legisiative duties of their members and 
on this account the ‘boards could only 
hold afternoon and evening sessions. The 
afternoon sessions .would begin at 2 
o'clock and close at 5 o'clock and the 
evening sessions wou.d begin at 7 o'clock 


and close at 10 o'clock. 


Only One Session Today. 

“Owing to the fact that we are tomor- 
row to entertain a distingu.shed cilizen 
trom NeRraska and to elect a United 
States senator,’’ said he, “the only ses- 
Sion will be frem 9 to 12 »’clock In the 
morning.”’ :

President Hadley’s Views Are Dis- 
cussed by Bryan.

cise trust magnates. Both are agreed on

Description of the Young Cashier of 
the Bank of Adel Who 
Disappeared. 


Tifton, Ga,, January 15.—(Special.)--De- 
spite the utmost efforts of his relatives, 
no trace has yet been obtained of Mr. 
Walter L. Warnell, who disappeared so 
mysteriously from Adel last Thursday 
morning. He was cashier of the Bank 
of Adel, a branch of the Bank of Tifton, 
and had the thorough confidence of his 
employer and the people, He was prob- 
ably the youngest bank cashier in the 
state, being only twenty years of age.

In time of yellow fever and cholera in other 
places, Atlanta is the home, with open gates, 
for refugees. With this showing, can it be 
truthfully claimed that the money in sight is 
not sufficient if judiciously apportioned out?

It will be remembered that prior to that

Atlanta Consolidated Street Railway Company. 
: The franchise of these consolidated lines re- 
cites .that the city reserves the right to con- 
demn as much as five blocks of the lines 
this company in-order to allow other compa- 
nies to.reach the center of the city.
